Ex parte Quayle 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Drawing figures 1-4 should be labeled prior art. 

The claimed "the lens with shorter focal length" is objectionable as no lenses with long 
and short focal length are set forth in the claim. Amending the language to "a lens with shorter 
focal length" would overcome the objection. 

The claimed "that is so shaped like a column or square column or the like" and "is made 
of glass, plastic or the like" is objectionable as the metes and bounds of the expression "and the 
like" cannot be ascertained with certainty. Deleting "or the like" would overcome the objection. 

Regarding claim 3, the claimed "and fixed on the axle of the motor" is indefinite as it 
cannot be determined what is fixed on the axle. Deleting the phrase "and fixed on the axle of the 
motor" or clearly associating the phrase with the worm gear would overcome the objection. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter

The Ojala reference is cited for teaching adding a high index of refraction plate in order 
to adjust the back focal length of a lens in order to focus the lens. 

Melman is cited for teaching adding a high index of refraction plate to shift the back focal 
length of an objective lens in order to focus on a CCD adapter that shifts the focal plane from 
that of the standard film plane.
